May  17.  The  Varsity  evened  up  ac¬ 
counts  with  St.  Philip’s  on  the  Sabbath 
day  by  the  narrow  margin  of  2-1.  Ricks 
found  himself  in  a  hole  right  in  the 
jump  when  a  hit  and  Kihm’s  two  errors 
filled  the  sacks,  but  the  big  fellow 
tightened  up  and  no  runs  resulted. 
Roof  started  the  scoring  in  the  third 
when  he  singled,  stole  second,  took 
third  on  McNamara’s  peg  to  center  and 
scored  when  Kihm’s  grounder  fooled 
Larkin.  Schellinger  led  off  in  the  sixth 
with  a  hit;  he  pilfered  the  keystone 
stop  and  came  all  the  way  home  on 
Deerv’s  crack  to  left,  Mayer's  throw 
being  wild.  St.  Philip’s  threw  a  scare 
into  the  home  camp  in  the  seventh, 
when  King  singled  and  Mayer  hoisted 
one  too  high  for  McGinty  to  hold.  King- 
scored  but  Mayer  was  nipped  at  the 
plate.  The  Reps  continued  their  good 
work  although  their  batting  was  light. 
Ricks  showed  improved  control  issuing 
only  two  passes  to  first.  Martin  also 
pitched  splendidly,  and  his  teammates 
showed  themselves  a  very  gentlemanly 
bunch  of  ball  tQssers.
